U pon th e S ie rra s . 


S a n F r a n c isc o Decem ber P th .—T he w eather 
was thick and th e sky overcast all the m orning. 
The w ind kept continually veering and endeav­ 
ored to get out of the rainy quarter, the barom ­ 
eter w as rising slightly, bu t the indications lor 
a continuation o f th e storm were good. 
In Siskiyou snow has fallen to the depth of 
one foot, and reports show th at snow still con­ 
tinues to fall. 
As seven or eight feet of snow fell in the 
m ountains it was feared th a t the trains running 
over th e Southern Pacific line would be delayed, 
and in order to t xpedite the m ovem ents of the 
ears, the snow-plows have been kept in constant 
use, an d in consequence all trains w ere reported 
as having arrived on scheduled time. 
There is no change in the condition of the 
narrow -gauge line from yesterday, but it was 
ascertained at headquarters th a t everything 
would likely be in w orking order to-day. 
W ork h as been pushed on th e w ashout th at 
occurred at Willows M onday, and it was ex ­ 
pected to have th a t portion of th e N orthern 
R ailw ay in good condition by this m orning. 
Centerville (A lam eda county), Decem ber 
10th.—C randall’s Slough is running through, 
and th e A lam eda creek is full from bank to 
bank. The latest w ord lrom A lvarado statts 
th e w ater is (our feet deep in th e Chinen; q u ar­ 
ters, th e Celestials not even being able to build 
a fire. 
At Bell ranch bridge a crow d of boys 
spent th e ir tim e in lassoing drift-wood, posts 
aud rails, of w hich n great quantity was com ing 
down. 
Cm eo, D ecem ber 10th.—It is still storm ing. 
We have had alm ost continued rain since riuu- 
day, w ith high w inds. T he w arm rain has 
w ashed oil' ten m iles of th e snow from the 
m ountains, and high w ater is expected. The 
river is high, bu t Chico is high an d dry six 
m iles from it. 
N a p a , Decem ber 10th —The storm continues 
uu ab ated . '1 he rainfall to date is 15 inches. 
D ixox, Decem ber 10th.—The storm continues, 
w ith no signs of abatem ent. The farm ers ou 
the lands south and east of this place are be­ 
com ing alarm ed, as a great deal of grain is 
bound to be w ashed out if the storm continues. 
No serious dam age has yet resu ted. 
O b o v t l l e, Decem ber 10th.—It 
has rained 
every day since Novem ber 29th, and for the last 
three days alm ost incessantly. The F eather 
river has risen over th iee feet to-day and is 
still rapidly rising. Several stage routes from 
the tow n are com pletely blocked by w ater. The 
season’s rainfall is over eighteen inches. 
N o r t h 
S a n 
J u a n , Decem ber 10th.—There 
has been a heavy continuous rainfall since the 
SOth ultim o, w ith no signs of letting up yet. 
N othing like it has been seen w ith in the m em ­ 
ory of th e oldest in h ab itan t. The rain to-day ;s 
extending to th e forests, causing th e snow to 
m elt and the rivers are boomiug. 
St. H elen a, Decem ber 10th.—The storm for 
th e past week has been very heavy, and the 
rain is pouring dow n at present. There are no 
signs ot abatem ent. The barom eter is low. For 
th e pa*-! tw enty-four hours to 5 o’clock this 
evening, 2 inches of rain has fallen, m akiug 
27.73 inches for th e season. T he N apa river is 
badly swollen. Fears are entertained th a t th e 
long bridge on Pope street, used a great deal, 
will be w ashed aw ay before m orning. Thus far 
no dam age has beeu doue. 
S a n t a R o sa, Decem ber 10th.—A severe storm 
prevails here to night. R aiu fell continuously 
through th e day au d several bridges th at span 
S anta Rosa creek are in a dangerous condition 
If th e raiu continues m uch longer the country 
will be flooded. The rainfall for the season is 
18.92 inches. 
Sisson, Decem ber 10th.—It com m enced snow ­ 
ing this m orning aud snowed hard all day. w ith 
a prospect of a big fall. There was a land-slide 
betw een D nusm uir and Mott, delaying the 
north-bound express four honrs. 
U r i a h , Decem ber 10th.—H eavy storm s still 
continue in this section. T he creeks aud R us­ 
sian river are higher th a n ever before know n at 
this tim e of th e year. T he roads are 111 an im­ 
passable condition. N um erous w ashouts aud 
slides are reported on th e line of the Sau F ran­ 
cisco an d North Pacific R ailroad betw een U kiah 
and Cloverdale 
T he train s are running o i 
. uhoduii- ti-Lio 
Five inches of rain has fallen 
in th e last three d*ys. T he ru m ian lor tn e sen 
son is 17 inches. 
P l e a s a n t o n , Decem ber 10th —The storm still 
rages. 
Raiu is com ing dow n in torrents, w ith a 
very strong south w ind. T he low lan d s are 
Hooded. T he rainfall for th e season is ll.SS 
inches. To the sam e date last season it was 
6.06 inches. 
S a n M a t e o , D ecem ber 10th —The rain for the 
last tw enty-four hours is .17 of an inch and for the 
season 15.73 inches. It is raining h aid w ith 
good indications for a long storm . No dam age 
here yet.

Mrs. PolBky drew a revolver and began shoot­ 
ing. 
He threw’ a pitchfork at h er but missed. 
H er first shot took efiect iu the right groin, pass­ 
ing upw ard into th e intestines. 
W hen the 
w om an had em ptied tha revolver she handed it 
to h»‘i «on Allie, aged 15, who had come to h er 
assistance, telling him to go to the house, re­ 
load it and shoot K ennedy. 
The boy started off, aud K ennedy w ent to his 
own house just beyond Polsky’s residence. 
As 
he was entering th e door the boy cam e up, and 
p utting th e muzzle of the pistol close to K en­ 
nedy’s head, pulled the trigger, The bullet en ­ 
tered ju st below the right ear. Its course has 
not yet been determ ined. 
Mrs. Polsky lias m ade a statem ent saying th at 
K ennedy began the attack w ith a pi ten fork;

T H E “ E V O L U T IO N .” 


A N ew K in d o f a K o a t T h a t W ill M a k e 
V ery F a s t T im e . 


N e w Y 'ork, Decem ber 10th.—A rem arkable 
craft will be lauched to morrow from the ship 
yard of Jam es Lenuox. Its designer and patentee, 
Dr. \Y. M. Jackson, lias nam ed it th e “ Evolu­ 
tion.” 
The boat is b uilt 011 a uew plan, no knees or 
fram e being used iu its construction, and w ith 
the exception of two or three deck beam s the 
hull is tree from obstruction. 
She is 10S feet over all, 23 feet beam and 6% 
feet deep from the under side of the deck to the 
bottom planking. Owing to the trem endous 
spread the hull takes from th e keel, it is 
claim ed she will draw less th an four feet of 
water. The boat is to be ru u by hydraulic 
power, by forcing w ater at a great pressure 
through three-quarter-inch pipes at th e stem or 
steru, according to th e desired m otion, forw ard 
or backw ard. 
The ends of these pipes are cov­ 
ered w ith m ovable collars, w hich can be turned 
iu any direction desired, being controlled by 
levers in tne pilot-house, an d by this m eans she 
Is steered. 
H er boiler contains nearly 4% m iles of steel 
pipe, every inch of w hich is exposed to fire. 
W ith this great heating surface the pressure 
obtained forces the w ater w hich is pum ped iu 
by another engine out of th e three quarter iuch 
pipes at the rate of about 600 feet per second. 
T he outside surface of th e vessel is of polished 
m ahogany aud w ilt offer slight resistance to the 
w ater. From th e speed m ade by a sm all launch 
equipped on th e sam e principle, it is confident­ 
ly expected the Evolution w ill be able to ruu 
at least 25 m iles an hour an d possibly faster.

son’s death there departs from th e w orld alm ost 
the last figure of w hat was th e greatest m ove­ 
m ent for the em ancipation of m ankind. 
With th e aid of W illiam Lloyd Garrison he 
or<zHni/ed tb4e New England A nti-Slavery society 
iu 1832. T h is society led to tne foi w ation or the 
Am erican Anti-Slavery Society, w ith its affiliat­ 
ing auxiliaries, causing the public agitation 
w hich ceased only w ith the abolition of slavery. 
He was m obbed once in P ennsylvania for 
lecturing on slavery, and narrow ly escaped be­ 
ing tarred an d feathered. 
Mr. Johnson has been connected w ith various 
prom inent papprs in hew Y 'ork,besidespublish- 
ng papers 111 different points in M assachusetts. 
Pennsylvania an d other States in w hich he ad ­ 
voca! ed abolition. 
[Oliver Johnson was born iu Peacham , Vt., 
Decem ber 27, 1899. He served a p rinter’s ap­ 
prenticeship in th e office of th e Watchman a t 
M ontpelier, and iu 1831 becam e the editor of the 
Christian Soldier. From 1865 till 1S70 he was the 
m anaging editor o f the Independent, after w hich 
he becam e th e editor of the Weekly Tribune, 
w hich post he resigned in 1S72 to becom e editor 
of the Christian Union. 
He was active iu the 
cause of anti-slavery, both as a lecturer an d an 
editor. 1

A HINT FE0M SOUTH AMEEICA. 


T he Rio Janeiro News sharply rebukes 
those of our own people who continue to 
dw ell upon the commercial benefits we 
m ay expect from the convocation of the 
Pan-A m erican Congress, and the rewards 
th e South A m erican States will reap by 
th e vitalizing of trade relations between 
th e two continents, as the chief end of the 
m eeting. 
The Netos says th at the dele­ 
gates were not sent to the Congress to buy 
a hill of goods, or to sell by sample or 
otherw ise. 
Thereupon the Newport News 
rem arks: 
From fir.-t to last there has b ten a disposition 
to comment on the Congress as of importance 
oniy as we shall be able to make money out of 
it, whereas the delegates come on a higher mis­ 
sion than a mere sbupkecpiug enterprise. They 
are not dturamerson the road. 
W hatever the commercial benefit, it will 
be but an incident of the convocation. 
It 
was not a prim e purpose, though it is true 
th a t better trade relations were hoped for, 
and in the call for the Congress there is 
some expression referring to improved 
commercial relations between the A m eri­ 
can States. 
B ut th e great end, th e over­ 
shadow ing reason for th e Congress was the 
establishm ent of such relations th at the 
several States can live in unarm ed peace 
w ith each o th e r; the cultivation of the 
noble idea th at the highest office of states­ 
m anship is to prevent, not to promote war’ 
th e setting up of such an understanding 
between American States as will banish 
suspicion, fear, and ignoble jealousy; the 
k n ittin g of the Am erican States into a 
fraternal union of sentim ent; the conserv­ 
ation of the spirit of the true republic ; 
th e enlargem ent of the intelligence in the 
belief that men are capable of self-govern­ 
m en t; the firmer establishm ent of the 
principle of arbitration as a means of 
settling international disputes, and so on 
to the end of a chapter of lofty sentim ent 
and high statesmanship. 
T hat from tl.° 
accomplishment of these objects more in ­ 
tim ate commercial relations may grow, is 
a hope not concealed, but trade was not 
and should not be the chief motive of the 
Congress, and the Sonth American press 
is giving th e N orth Am erican indiscreets 
very clearly to understand th at something 
higher, better and more unselfish than 
trade is the purpose of the visit of the 
South 
American delegates under their 
instructions.

over the big dam at the prison with a depth 
of six or seveu feet and presenting a grand 
sight. 
It receded about a loot yesterday, 
but for fear that the storm high up in the 
m ountains may cause a rise of a few feet, 
the materials etc , that had been left about 
the dam were removed yesterday. 


TH E SACRAMENTO 
Has continued to rise slowly, and last night 
reached a hight of twenty four feet four 
inches. 
This, of course, bring- its surface 
pretty nearly on a level with the banks, but 
there is still quite a margin between the 
present figures and those of 1881, when the 
river rose to twenty-six feet six inches. No 
trouble would have been experienced ihen 
had it not been for the levee breaking some 
distance below the city and allowing the 
water to back up to the city's levee on the 
south. Since then the Y-street levee has 
been built, and even if the levee south of 
the city should give way the latter could 
not be iDjured. 
The only trouble at this point in 1801-62 
resulted from the American river, which 
has this season remained quite low. 
The 
highest point reached iu 1878 by the Sacra­ 
m ento river, opposite the city, was twenty- 
five feet eleven and one-half inches. 


SIM PLY PRECAUTIONARY. 
Our City Trustees, with a sense of the 
duty resting upon them , have very wisely 
taken certain precautionary measures look­ 
; to the protection of the levees above 
and below the city. A force of m en has 
been seut out to inspect the em bankm ents 
and see that they are kept in proper condi­ 
tion, and arrangements have been made 
for ihe use of traialoads of reck and other 
m aterial if deemed necessary. 
The Trustees have aiso employed resi­ 
dents for miles below the city 
to keep a 
strict watch oq the levees, a n d have also 
provided 
for m aterial fo r 
closiD g any 
breaks that m ight o ccu r on s h o rt n otice. 
These precautions should not be re g a rd e d 
as indicating any fear on the part of the 
authorities, for there is not the slightest 
cause therefor. The idea is simply to p ro ­ 
vide against a n y possible emergency that 
cannot now be foreseen. 


T H E U P PE R COUNTRY. 
Advices from along the upper Sacra­ 
m ento are to the effect that the river is very 
high—nearly up to high-water m ark at 
Colusa. 
A t Marysville yesterday the Yuba was 
only a little over thirteen feet, or nearly 
ten feet below 
the flood m ark. 
The 
Feather was also several feet below its 
highest stage, but was rising juore rapidly 
than the Yuba. 
Numerous breaks in the Colusa levees 
are reported, and as these enlarge the vol­ 
ume of water in the river will decrease, un­ 
less the storai should continue so severely 
as to swell the tributaries of the river be­ 
yond their present volume. 
At K night’s Landing last evening the 
river had reached 16 feet 8 inches, and it 
was still raining hard at that point. 


LATEST PROM M ARYSV ILLE. 
M a r y s v il l e, December 
10th.—Thirty- 
hundredths ot an inch of rain fell to-day, 
rusk ng 14 84 for theseason. A strongsouth- 
east wind prevails. 
No material changes 
have occurred in the Yuba or Feather 
rivers at this point, though a rise is apt to 
be expected, as raiu has fallen as high up 
as Downieville, where three feet of snow 
fell yesterday. 
It is raining here this 
evening. 
AT ANDERSON. 
A n d e rs o n , December 10th.—The rain 
has been pouring down incessantly for the 
past three days. To® creeks are all over* 
n iwmg iheir banks. 
The rainfall to date 
is 23 50 inches. The Sacramento river is 
rising rapidly. 


TH E SITUATION AT RED BLU FF. 
R ed B l u f f . December 10:h —It is very 
probable, judging from the weather and 
river, that a large portion of the valley will 
be flooded before to-morrow night. The 
river has raised eight feet since ten o’clock, 
and is rising at the rate of over two feet 
per bonr now. 
Its hight at eight o’clock 
was twenty-three feet. The rain continues 
to fall very hard and the creeks running 
into the Sacramento are very full. The 
Reed's Creek bridge, near Red Bluff, is be 
ing washed away on the south approach. 


LATEST REPORTS. 


R a ilro a d T r a in s Im p e d e d b y W a te r a n d 
L a n d s lid e s . 
A R e c o rd - U n io n reporter called upon 
Division 
Superintendent W right at his 
office at the raiiroad depot a little before 
m idnight last night, and found him and 
the train dispatchers all busy directing the 
movements of trains over the several lines 
centering here. The storm has done con­ 
siderable damage to the roads, and trains 
are blockaded at various points. Superin­ 
tendent W right said that m atters were in 
such a demoralized condition that he in ­ 
truded staying at his office all night. 
One 
of his assistants, Mr. Jones, is at Willows, 
directing m atters on the Northern branch, 
and Messrs Burkhalter and Small were in 
the m ountains—one at Cascade and the 
other at the Sum m it. 
It was raining at all points between this 
city and Em igrant Gap, on the Sierra Ne­ 
vada, and snowing from there to Truckee. 
On the Central Pacific line the trains 
were running all right, the plows having 
no difficulty in handling the snow. 
The trains are seriously troubled with 
water about W illows, Orland and other 
points along the N orthern 
line. 
The 
tracks are under water in many places, 
and a freight train ia off the track some­ 
where near Willows. 
On the Oregon line things are in rather 
bad shape. There are landslides in the 
vicinity of Cottonwood. Shasta county, and 
a few miles north of Redding, and trains 
are blockaded. The south-bound Oregon 
train due here this m orning is delayed 
somewhere. 
The Redding local, which left this city at 
10:40 A. M . yesterday, is at Red Blnfl, and 
the train for Red Bluff, which left here at 
3 p. m , is held at Nelson. 
Last night's Oregon express was an hour 
late here from San Francisco, and departed 
under instructions to go no further than 
Marysville. 
North of Red Bluff part of a bridge is 
washed away, but just where is not kuOwn 
here. 
The bridge over Oak creek, a short dis­ 
tance north of Tehama, is under water. 
W ord came from Red Bluff last evening 
that the river had risen two and a half feet 
at that point in half an hour, but our regu­ 
lar dispa ches from there at 9:10 p. m . state 
that it bad raised two feet in an hour. 
This side of Tehama Butte creek has 
overflowed the country along its course. 
Reports from Folsom last night were to 
the effect that the Am erican was rising 
slowly, but no trouble is at present appre­ 
hended from that source. 
Superintendent W right says there is not 
the slightest cause for auxiety on the part 
" the residents of this city. 
Before the 
river could reach a dangerous hight here 
the levees on the west side were sure to 
give way, which would cause the river to 
recede at once. 
The Raihoad Company has arranged to 
have eighteen carloads of broken granite 
on hand to-day and any num ber of sand­ 
bags ready for any emergency that may 
arise above or below the city. 
Judge Newton of W ashington stated last 
night that the levee in front of W ashing­ 
ton and from some distance up and down 
the river would stand a rise of stveral feet, 
but that two feet mora would cause the 
levee on the Yolo side a few miles above 
the town to give way, which wonld let a 
great body of water out into the tales. 
It is so m any years since there has been 
any high water over the country along the 
Sacramento river that many families have 
established themselves on farms that are 
now in danger of beiDg swept by the rushing 
waters. Should the levees on either side 
give way it is not unlikely that some persons 
will be drowned before relief can reach 
them . 
The steamer San Joeqn’n No. 2 went 
tip the river to a point near ‘The M onu­ 
m ent” yesterday and brought down a load 
of live stock from one of tue farms there. 
There are several steamers tled-up at the 
river front, that can be called upon at a 
m oment's notice to go to the relief of people 
up or down the river, should there be 
breaks in the levees. 
There were rum ors on the street last 
night that a break had occurred below the 
city, near the Merkeley place, but it was 
w ithout foundation. 
W hile there may be—and donhtless is— 
no danger threatening this city, still it is 
wisdom on the part of the city authorities 
to be on the alert. 
The storm has been 
severe and prolonged, and no one can de 
term ine positively what its effect may be 
At 1 o’clock this morning, fiftetii m in­ 
utes a fe r a heavy downpour, there was 
scarcely a clond to be seen, while the stars 
were shining brightly. 


T h e present 
storm is quite unpre­ 
cedented in recent years. 
Its violence and 
length promises to do no little damage. 
In low lands where grain is already in, the 
fe-r is expressed th at it will be drowned 
out. 
W here plowing remains to be done it 
is feared th at the getting in of seed will be 
80 late that grow th will be too far pro­ 
jected into the spring, and will meet sum­ 
m er more than h alf way. 
Throughout the 
State rivers and lesser streams are full and 
rising rapidly, and in the Santa C iara val­ 
ley and some coast counties lands have 
already been flooded. 
Thus far the Sacra­ 
m ento valley has suffered very little, but it 
would be almost miraculous if it esciped the 
overflow o: some of the lesser stream s and 
breaks in some of the levees where m uni­ 
cipal jurisdiction of them does not prevail. 
Some of the levees on the lower reaches of 
th e Sacramento river may give way if the 
storm much longer continues, and in that 
case th e bottom lands will he overflowed 
a-jd drainage checked from towns above

the 20.h of last October. At that date the 
barometer fell to 29 52 inches, with a rain 
fall commencing on the evening before, 
and continuing alm ost steadily until the 
24th, during which tim e there was 4 “ 
luches rain measured, accompanied by high 
southeriv winds, reaching a m axim um 
velocity of twenty-eight to thirty m iles per 
nour. 
The next iowest barometer was on No­ 
vember 18th (29 81 inches), with a storm of 
rain beginning about the same lime, the 
wind attaining a m axim nm velocity of 
tweuty-eight to thirty miles per hoar. The

occurred on December 6ch, accompanied by

IMPORTANT BUSINESS TRANSACTED AT 
THE ANNUAL MEETING.

The Board of Trade held a very im por­ 
tant m eeting yesterday afternoon. 
It was 
the annual meeting, and new officers were 
elected and reports received from the retir­ 
ing officers. Besides this, steps were taken 
towards erecting a new and handsom e 
Board o f Trade building which will be a 
credit to the city. 
T he first business attended to was the 
reception of reports from officer.*. Secre­ 
tary G. G. Pickett read over hi3 accounts 
briefly, and was followed by those of the 
A uditor and Treasurer, the latter showing 
the Board's finances to bs in a healthy con­ 
dition. 
President Joseph Stiffens then m ade his 
annual report. 
It was as follows : 
Members of the Sacramento Board of Trade— 
G en tlem en : T he tim e having again arrived for 
th e an n u al m eeting o f your Association, the 
several officers thereof w ill now preten t th eir 
an n u al re pons, as required by the constitution. 
T he report of th e Secretary, Mr. G. G. Pickett, 
w ill as usual give a d e ta l of the business failures 
and adjustm ents for the year ju st closed, and 
the A uditor, Mr. D. A. Lindley, w ill treat of the 
iinauciai transactions of th is Board, as well as 
its present condition. 
As required by th e con­ 
stitution I will now give you a hasty review of 
o th er m atters th a t we have m ore or less con­ 
sidered during th e year, and w hich are not 
covered by th e other two full reports heretofore 
referred to. O ur present m em bership is sixty, 
being con fined mostly to those who are in the 
w holesale ulü retail trade, 
j eath has again 
visited us, and quite recently in a m arked in­ 
stance; the case being th a t of one of our ex- 
Presidenis, John M cNeill, w ho presided over the 
deliberations of the Board in 1882. Mr. McNeill 
was a m an w ho-e opinions w ere alw ays t eated 
w ith great consideration by o u r m em bership. 
H e was a straigntforw ard, conscientious m an, 
and w hile quite positive in his view s w a s 
alw ays 
considerate 
and 
c o u rte o u s 
to 
those 
w ho 
in 
arguing 
differed 
w ith 
him . 
He 
was 
a 
inuu 
o f 
m ore 
than 
ordinary m nke up 
as regaids those s p e c ia l 
character!.* tics th a t go far to im press others fa­ 
vorably. Strict integrity was his rule of actiO D , 
an d genuine loyalty to those principles th at 
m ake a superior man w as th e leading and prom- 
in e a t trail ot his ch aracter 
Viewing his loDg 
career, from the standpoint o f a straightforw ard 
and strictly upright business life, it >eems to 
have been a m arked and successful one. 
Cue of th e fir-t events th a t occurred after our 
last annual election of officers was the appoint­ 
m en t of delrgates to visit the Citrus F air at Oro- 
ville. The d¿legation was surprised and m uch 
pleased w ith w hat they saw a t th e exhibit 
know ing th a t th e display was m ade by local ef­ 
fort, and th at the varied products as seen there 
w ere entirely local to th at point. I h e Fair, 
tak en as an entirety, was a revelation to those 
ol the delegation w ho h ad not fam iliarized 
them selves w ith the capabilities an d ex ten t of 
th e available territory o f th at locality. 
Last A pril a com m ittee from Jackson and Ply­ 
m outh visited this Board, and discussed th e 
proposition of building a ruiiroad direct from 
Sacram ento to Jackson, Sutter Creek and th at 
s:Ction. The ground was gone over, m any facts 
brought out, a n d parties having m eans have con­ 
sidered th e enterprise quite favorably. 
The ef­ 
forts m a d e t h e n are alm ost any tim e liable lo 
lead to p e r m a n e n t and m utually beneficial re­ 
sults to t h a t section an d th is city. 
Several attem pts have been m ade in th is city 
to fu rth er th e interests ol those engaged in 
blooded stock raising. There are parties e n ­ 
gaged in it quite extensively th a t are located in 
th is vicinity. It has been stated th a t if some 
inducem ents could be held out to guarautee 
E astern m en th a t a portion of th eir expenses 
could be earuc d here they would bring out 
some o f th e ir blooded stock to w inter here. No 
plans proposed seem to have been acceptable 
n o r w orthy of approval by any considerable 
portion of our m em bership u ntil the State Agri­ 
cu ltu ral 
Society consented to give “Spring 
M eetings’’ a t th e State A gricultural Society’s 
race track here th eir countenance, control and 
support. 
In Ju n e last a com m ittee of this 
Board at once secured some 92,500 for th at p u r­ 
pose, w hich it is thought will, w ith o th er offer­ 
ing**, place th e enterprise on a secure an d pros­ 
perous fooiiug and n irth er th e interests of an 
enterprise fast com ing into gr< at prom inence in 
th is State and w hich should largely cen ter at 
th is point. 
In A ugust last delegates w ere appointed to a 
VO miner* lal conference at San Francisco, w hich 
os held u nder th e auspices o f the C ham ber of 
Com m erce. 
W hile as a rule all such conven 
tions bring about a better understanding be­ 
tw een the'different sections o f the country hav ­ 
ing m utual interests, yet it is no doubt better 
for the Boards of each section to fully con­ 
sider all im portant questions at hom e, w here 
all local inte ests can be represented, au d then 
express th eir views to delegates in Congress di 
rect. Such expressions are ap t to carry more 
w eight i h an views expressed at conferences 
held in large com m ercial centers w here Ia-ge 
local representation generally dictates conclu­ 
sions. 
In October last th is Board concluded th a t it 
w ould be sho wing a proper spirit to other sec­ 
tions of N orthern C alifornia and better ad­ 
vance the interests of citrus fruit culture to 
w aive w hat claim s this city had to cítate aid iu 
support of a proposed citrus fair in favor ot 
some sec;ion located north of us, and w here 
they, locally, had the products capable of m ak ­ 
ing such an exhibit. The recom m endation was 
acted upon by th e Directors of th e State Agri­ 
cu ltu ral Societv, and after hearing the claim s of 
several pointB located northerly trom us, it was 
decided in favor of Oroville. It is expected and 
to be hoped th at th e enterprise w ill receive all 
th e aid and support th at it is possible for th e 
peop e of this city to give it. 
D uring the year your C hairm an has been 
called upon to represent th e Board on several 
pub ic occasions, the m ost im jo rtau t ones being 
th e Convention of th e Press Association of 
C entral and N orthern California, held in the 
city last Septem ber, and at the recent unveiliDg 
of the A. J. btevens statue—the form er being a

ing instructions given to the delegates th at 
w ere appointed to th e com m ercial conference 
held iu áan Francisco, to favor m easures to 
property regulate the com peting efforts of the 
com m on carrier business of the C anadian 
Pacific R ailroad. 
To m ake th e m atter m ore 
p lain —th at w hile it is natu ral and business like 
for those having m erchandise or products to 
m ove Ea.-t or West by rail to take any and all 
advantages offered by any road, it is not equita­ 
ble nor proper for us to uphold aud receive the 
benefit o f G overnm ent control and supervision 
o f the A m erican transcontinental railw ays, and 
at th a sam e tim e quietly acquiesce and support 
th e tem pting transportation facilities offered by 
th e C anadian Pacific R ailroad. Am erican laws 
not affecting th at line, and Dominion patronage 
a u d ’aw urging it to com petition and control, 
brands it as not being in any sense a legitim ate 
com peting com m on carrier as lar as the Pacific 
States of our nat on sre concerned. It takes but 
th e com í iteration of an equitable com m on sem e 
business m ind io prom ptly determ ine 
th a t 
“ som ething is wrong som ew here," aud th at 
w h at is righted lessens th e wrong. In this con­ 
nection perm it me to suggest th at if th e Govern­ 
m ent control of the com m on carrier systems 
o f th is country is based on the fact of it*

A dded to th a t is the fact th at th e prices 
of grains are ruling so low and the m at Wet is so 
ua-atisfactory, there is no inducem ent to w ear 
out rich lands in prod ¡icing .h at w hich (Inesnot 
bring profitable returns. The lollow iug is a. 
partial aggregation of the sales m ade in this 
city of n u r.crv stock from Decem ber 1, lt>88, to 
Decem ber 1. 1S69. Peach, 1G0.U0); plum and 
prune. 178,800; pear, 113,000; apple. 00,000; apri­ 
cot, 97.0(0; olive, 20.000; alm ond. 99,000; orange 
au d lem on, 101,000; grape cuttings, 237,000— 
being an average increase over last year’s large 
output of 33 per cent. The green fruit handling 
and shipping du rin g th e year lias been busily 
and quietly carried forward. In some special 
cases, w here ex tra care and shrew dness were 
disp.ayed iu th is l.n e, extraordinary returns 
w ere realized 
There w ere sent eastw ard this 
year from th is point 1,681 cars of green fruit, 
being an excess over last year’s increased ship­ 
m ents of about 100 carloads. The last carload 
of green fruit left this city November 15th. In 
a year or so m ore car shipm ents of oranges 
w ul be liberally m ade from this section as early 
as December. A t present we have not included 
th is product in any ot our figures given above. 
The lim e is now close to hand w hen we will be 
shipping fresh fruits eight m onths of th e year 
to people w ho play “hide and go seek” six 
m onths of th e year w ith the tornado, and w ho 
dally w ith the blizzard the other six m onths of 
th e year, w hich they should have lor leisure 
and reflection. 
The cannery fruit pack here this y ear was 
som ething over 200 carloads, w hich is light 
work. One cannery here has packed 300 car­ 
loads alone per year, w hen evetythiug was 
favorable. 
There were also distributed from here about 
1,000 carloads of vegetables, being also an ex­ 
cess over last year’s increased shipm ents ot 20 
per cent. Large consignm ents in this branch of 
products go to D enver aud East of there. The 
dem and iu this line at this point still calls for 
m ore vegetables. 
Very satisfactory, indeed has been th e pro­ 
gress of the w ork ot construction of the im ­ 
m ense dam of th e I'olsom W ater Pow er Com­ 
pany at the State Prison. Im portant en ter­ 
prises to utilize th e pow er are already being 
carried forward th at m ust prove of great value 
to th e interests of this section, w hile others of 
equal significance are being considered an d w ill 
doubtless soon be projected. 
There are also some local enterprises and 
some irrigation schem es iu territory trib u tary 
to us being projected aud carried forw ard, all of 
w hich prom ise m uch for o ur future. 
Considering th e newness of this country, and 
the spirit ot speculation, v -n tu re and money- 
getting w hich still m les w ith a strong hand, 
the California M useum Association an d its 
School of Design" are both g etting along 
nicely. The form er had 8,437 visitors th e year 
jus. closed, being largely lrom ¡sew York, Illi­ 
nois and ¡.eighboring Slates. There are th irty 
pupils in th e School of Design, an d as extra 
efforts are now being m ade to enlist th e ¡m er­ 
est and support of th e people in both branches 
of the Association's work, it is to be sincerely 
hoped th a t great success m ay a tten d th e efforts 
being m ade. 
At P hilad elp n ia th ere h as just 
closed an “ E xhibition of A m erican A rt Indus­ 
tries," au d iu relation thereto R abbi K rauskopf 
of th a t city since said; “ The exh ib it reflected 
great credit upon us, an d showed th a t we are 
rapidly progressing iu our art industrios. Too 
long already have we denied art th at honored 
place iu our m idst she so w ell deserves. The 
P aris Exposition shows th a t we lead th e w orld 
in the inventions of steam , electricity, etc. 
We 
in v en t ihe m achines th a t p lan t an d reap, th at 
sew and knit, th a t h atch aud freeze, th a t w rite 
an d speak, but we do not create th e a rt th at 
appeals to soul and speaks to h eart " 
T his has been a good average business year. 
Some houses show an increase in trade, w hile 
w ith others there has been a slig h t decline ¡again, 
w ith others trade has been steady. T he first 
h alf of th e year the business was very lively, 
and w hile the pulsations o f trad e are yet strong 
an d hopeful, there is no doubt bu t it was 
checked, aud is still held in a conservative and 
caotious situation, by the very unexpected and 
unsatisfactory condition of the m ark et in the 
line of w heat, hops and other staples. Locally, 
too, th ere are some events th a t have tended to 
quiet the spirit of push and im provem ent th at 
at th e early part of th e year was prevailing. 
M any w orkm en w ere discharged from th e m a 
chiné shops here. 
Large num bers, w ho could 
move elsew here easily, suddenly departed, and 
places w ere left vacant. 
This dictated caution 
on the par of builders. 
The country is stored 
full ot its products, an d of m uch th a t w ill kee 
w ell. The outlook 
at this tim e for growtl 
and an o th er large yield was never better. Me­ 
chanics are again soon to be set to work. 
R uling low prices for the products of th e country 
are 
invariably followed by those m ore re ­ 
m unerative. 
European attractions w ill give 
way again soon to those of California, the best 
country iu th e w orld, an d the future is bright 
and encouraging for th is locality, and all por­ 
tions of its tributary country. 
Tnere are two m atters now aw aiting the con­ 
sideration of this Hoard, for w hich instructions 
and resolutions favorable thereto are asked. 
One is th e location of a U nited States navy yard 
at New Orleans in preference to any other local­ 
ity on th e gulf, and the o th er Is th a t ttie In te r­ 
national Exposition of 1892 shall be located at 
New York City, as against W ashington, Chicago 
or St. Louis. 
I wish also to suggest to yon the considera- 
of a proposition w hich was m entioned to m e 
some two or th ree years ago, and again quite 
recently, by another party now belonging to 
the m em bership. As one of th e m ain objects of 
this organization is toprotect all interests alike of 
our m em bership in case of failures or extensions 
it is better th a t the m em bership should be con­ 
fined m ostly to those in trade. In order to do 
this, and to m ake th e Association accessible to 
th e retail trade as well as the w holesale, a nom ­ 
in al m onthly charge o f SI for clues Is collected. 
T his puts but a sm all sum into the treasury, 
and lim its the w ork w hich it Is possible for th e 
Board to undertake. The leading feature of 
ioint action in cases o f failures, etc., also shuts 
out bankers, capitalists an d others from m em ­ 
bership. 
It is thought th a t some p lan m ay be 
devis- d w hereby th e Board of T rade could have 
collection bureau, w here a ll persons in the 
trade could belong w ith nom inal dues, as 
now, aud to am end the Constitution so as to 
charge a larger sum m onthly for active m em ­ 
bers of th e Board of Trade proper and also to 
tak e in banks am i capitalists in said m em bership. 
This would w iden the field of activity for the
